Remarks : —Oct. 5. The Comet was rather low when found, 
and no trace of a tail was visible. 

Oct. 14. Bright moonlight and sky foggy : the Comet is 
now a very inconspicuous object and not seen in a telescope of 
4" aperture. 

Oct. 18. The Moon now nearly full and the Comet very 
faint. 

Oct. 30. The Comet, which on this night was very indistinct 
from fog, was also compared with Weisse Bessel, xviii. No. 383, 
but this is apparently an error in the right ascension as given 
by Bessel. 

Oct. 31. The sky having clouded suddenly: only one 
measure of difference of right ascension and of declination could 
be obtained. 

Nov. 4. Sky foggy : observation very uncertain. 
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
